Car Pool parking lot empty, 
scheme may be scrapped

Apathy, disbelief, getting 
people to change accustomed 
habits--whatever the reason-- 
the Car Pool scheme seems to 
be out of gas. 

According to Dr. Jack Bessire, 
Dean of Student Personnel, the 
Car Pool program may not be 
on next year’s agenda, ‘‘The 
only reason we have kept the 
Car Pool alive up to this point 
is for those students who went 
to the trouble of forming car 
pools,’’ contends Dr. Bessire. 
The Car Pool lot was reduced 
in size after an estimate of 
cars using the lot indicated that 
most of the area assigned was 
not being used. 

MPC President George Faul 
projects, ‘‘The Car Pool pro- 
gram was Started at mid-stream 
in the semester, therefore all 
the problems were not worked 
out. This has left it open to 
some abuse. It’s only a bandage 
for the real problem which is 
qa need for better public trans- 
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portation systems on the penin- 
sula.”” 

One instance of abuse involved 
a student, who tried to park 
in the Car Pool lot after he 
let his passengers off at various 
points on campus (The Car Pool 
lot requires three or more per- 
sons in the car to gain en- 
trance), The student received 
qa ticket. The student went to 
the administration contesting the 
tickets on the grounds thathe had 
formed a car pool and should 
be admitted to the lot. 

Dr. Faul and Dr. Bessire 
suggest that apathy on the part 
of some students, disbelief 
brought on by differing reports 
about the energy crisis and get- 
ting people to change their old 
habits incommuting are the main 
causes of the Car Pool failure. 

The campus police would like 
to discontinue the Car Pool 
scheme because they spend their 
time regulating entrance to the 
lot for the limited number of 
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students who use it. 

Dr. Faul’s suggestion concern- 
ing better public transportation 
might be a solution. Dr. Faul 
believes that if public trans- 
portation was not thought of as 
a profit-loss business, then it 
would work for the betterment 
of the community like a police 
department or fire department. 
The public could subsidize it 
with taxes and semester bus 
tickets paid for by the students. 

At UC-Santa Cruz a transpor- 
tation system has been setup for 
students. The student pays a 
small fee for a semester ticket, 
which entitles him to ride the 
bus to and from school It is 
like a mini-bus line. TO en- 
force the use of this program 
UCSC charges $75 a semester 
to park on campus. 

Whatever the causes or Solu- 
tions, the Car Pool program will 
probably not be continued next 
semester.

K-Mart, mass transit 
dominate Poyner talk

Emotions ran high during a 
recent hour-long visit to the 
campus by District Supervisor 
Roger Poyner. 

Poyner invited questions deal- 
with Monterey County. He was 
immediately asked about his 
position in the San Paolo case 
and what he was doing about it. 

“J can take no official stand 
on the matter. The case is 
not within the board’s jurisdic- 
tion. Personally, I hope that 
qa solution is reached permit- 
ting them to stay. My law firm 
handled their appeal for more 
money for their property.”’ 

Michael Bona, head of the MPC 
students’ drive to help the San 
Paolos, took control of the floor 
immediately and assailed the 
Seaside Council and the Coastal 
Commission for their role in 
the K-Mart project. 

Another student attacked the 
State Coastal Commission, who 
overturned the K-Mart project 
denial, as ‘‘fat cats who are 
lining their pockets with tax- 
payers’ dollars.’’ This brought 


a round of applause from the 
audience. 

Poyner repeatedly said that the 
board had no authority to act 
on the case. He also failed 
to say if he was going to use 
his influence to help the San 
Paolos. This brought under- 
the-breath grumbling of ‘‘cop- 
out’’ from some of the students. 
Another pressing problem on 
the peninsula, public transpor- 
tation, was brought up. 

Poyner said that there was 
a conflict raising between JPA 
and the Mini-Monarchs of 
Pacific Grove over fare prices. 
He also announced that JPC 
service would be Starting for 
Marina by May l. 

Poyner had harsh words for the 


state’s decision to close down 
the mental health hospitals. He 


claimed that Montrey County 
received 1300 patients from 
these shutdown hospitals, putting 
an added financial burden on 
the county. He said that the 
state should have made avail- 
able funds to update andimprove 
existing facilities before being 
asked to care for these patients. 


Colorado Plateau setting

New movie celebrates life 
style of the mid-twenties

‘The Great Gatsby’’ epi- 
tomizes the American dream of 
love and success, then reveals 
its superficiality. The movie 
based on the novel by F. Scott 
Fitzgerald, creates the atmos- 
phere of the 20’s and exposes 
the aimless life of the rich with 
their sophistication and phoni- 
ness. 

The working class is treated 
with the same distaste as the 
rich for they are struggling to 


enter the upper echelon of societ: 


where they are not wanted. 


Jay Gatsby symbolizes the poor 

man destroyed by the wealthy 
class for entering where he 
didn’t belong. Gatsby, played 
by Robert Redford, is the in- 
curable romantic for his mo- 
tivation for acquiring wealth was 
to win his only love, Daisy, 
from her husband. He was 
a dreamer with ambition but 
Redford unfortunately acts with- 
out depth in his role. His per- 
formance begins weakly, gains 
strength then fades away near 
the end. Redford needs more 
than good looks to be convincing 
in what could have been his 
greatest role. 


Mia Farrow plays Daisy the 
woman of Gatsby’s dreams. She 
created a mood of mock tragedy 
around her only because it was 
fashionable at the time. She 
was a shallow person to whom 
money could speak loudly. Mia 
Farrow’s performance WaSCap- 
tivating throughout the film for 
her lilting voice and misty, 
dreamlike quality captured the 
attention of the audience. 

The two actors that gave the 
movie depth and fulfillment were 
Sam Waterston as Nick Carra- 
way the protagonist and Bruce 
Dern as Tom Buchanan, Daisy’s 
husband. 

Nick Carraway was a man that 
ovserved the romance between 
Gatsby and Daisy and knew of 
Daisy’s husband’s own affair. 
Sam Waterson played the part 
well for he acted as a man 
would in a hopeless situation 
where he was incapable of 
helping anyone. 

Bruce Dern as Diasy’s husband 
Tom gave an outstanding per- 
formance in a role that called 
for a facade to cover his ig- 
norance. Dern was able fo 
find the fine line between re- 
dundancy and self-control in his 


acting and stayed within the 
limits. 

Lois Chiles as Jordan Baker 
and Karen Black as Myrtle 
Wilson Tom’s mistress did 
adequately but were not excep- 
tionable in their supporting 
roles. Black tended to ham her 
part up and Chiles was forget- 
table for she melted into the 
background too well. 

The movie’s setting was pain- 
stakingly created by director 
Jack Clayton. This is what 
destroyed the movies pace and 
made it tedious, for Clayton 
was so concerned about creating 
the superficial surroundings of 
the 20’s that he did not demand 
a better performance from the 
movie’s star Robert Redford. 
The emphasis was placed on the 
mood of that era and not on the 
events surrounding Gatsby’s 
tragedy. 

The movie, though slow, is well 
worth watching for it subtly 
studies the class system in 
American where the poor are 
excluded from the society of 
the rich. Its treatment of an 
exciting but superficial time in 
our country is interesting and 
thought provoking.
